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The socialist government of Sask- 
atchewan has, in the past, encour- 
aged the farmers of that province 
not to pay their mortgage indebted- 
ness, It even went so far as to enact 
legislation to help them repudiate 
their obligations. 

The legislation did not stand up; 
but the financial institutions that 
lend money on farm mortgages have 
not forgotten the attempt, or the 
threat of the government that it 
would yet find a Way to accomplish 
its purpose, 

Ever since that happened the 
mortgage companies have been shy 
of lending on the security of Saskat- 
chewan farm lands. Even the far- 
mers of the province who might have 
expected to profit by that legislation, 
when they reach the retirement aye 
and would dispose of their farms, 
are afraid to sell, except for cash, 
for fear of what the government 
might do next. 

But chickens do have a Way of 
coming home to roost. The Saskat- 
chewan government now has a Royal 
Commission studying agricultural 
problems; and this Commission has 
made a report on farm credit in the 
province. 

The report admits that the pro- 
vince’s farm debt legislation has 
had a discouraging effect on the 
lending of money to farmers, and it 
sees no prospect of inducing the 
mortgage companies to change their 
minds. 


At the same time the Commission 
sees the need for an immense vol- 
ume of new credit to enable Saskat- 
chewan farmers to enlarge their 
holdings and modernize their equip- 
ment, It reports that the smallest 
farm unit that can be profitably 
operated in the province today is 
480 acres, and that the lowest price 
at which farm land can be bought 
is $40 an acre—nearly $20,000 for the 
smallest economic farm unit. It also 
finds that the cost of complete mod- 
ern equipment for such a farm 
would be, at the very least, $20,000. 

Thus the commission finds that 
$40,000 is the smallest amount a 
man would require to start farming 
in Saskatchewan today. 

There are in the province be- 
tween 20,000 and 30,000 farms that 
are too small for profitable opera- 
tion, according to the Commission's 
figures. The owners of all these 
farms need large amounts of credit 
to enable them to buy more land 
and better equipment. 

In addition, the report says that 
there are in the province about 
4,000 young men reaching maturity 
every year. Many of these want to 
Start farming. Some of them were 


raised on farms, but very few of
